GENERAL FORECAST. 


“The intensely cold weather now 
prevailing over the eastern half of this 
forecast district will give way to a ris- | 
ing temperature during the next two | 
days, and it is probable that season- 
able readings or slightly above will be 
reached Monday over the area named.
